says: 


"There is a strong probability tha* 


the rat -wss responsible for the intro- 
duction of the plasws into Oporto; 
there is little doubt that it was intro- 
duced to Santos through the same me- 
dium: private advices from Honolulu 
indicate tliiit It was not there intro- 
duced throngli foodstuffs or merchan- 
dise, but that ag-ain the rat was 
aponsible agent. 


"The attention ot quarantine and 


he.iith oliicers is, therefore, again in- 
vited to tbe vital necessity for rigor- 
ous measures for ridding all ships 
from infected and suspected ports of 
rats and other vermin at the ports of 
arrival and the expediency and neces- 
sity of measures looking to the elimina- 
tion of the same at ports of departure 
prior to the taking on of cargo for tha 
United States. 


"Rate migrate from ship to ship 


sJong docks aud quays in search of 
food, and ships loaded with rice and 
other foodstuffs should, therefore, be 
particularly looked after. They should 
be subjected to fumigation prior to 
taking ou cargo r.n;l sutssqueutly 
guarded to prevent, as far us possible, 
the invasion by rats. 


"Although a port or place where the 


plague 1ms prevailed may be pronounc- 
ed free from the disease, because there 
have been no cases among persons for 
a cert;i!n period, it does not follow that 
the port or place is free from danger, 
for the disease may still be prevailing 
among rats, aud it is Quite as impor- 
tant, from n quarantine or sanitary 
standpoint, to be assured that the dis- 
ease lias ceased among rats as among 
persons.

and reliable scouts Is being supplied, 
but perhaps th« most interesting force 
of military "{•ars and eyes" being rais- 
ed is that which Lord Lovat has just 
received authority from the war office 
to organize, aays the London Dally 
Mail.

Among a host of Interesting descrip- 
tions naay ba selected here what lie 
says about the making of a gun: "In 
their early shiges these guns are un- 
expectedly long and slender things, ow- 
ing to their being without the colls 
and jackets that build Ihea up to such 
bulkiness. 
They look th«lr longest 


during their wiring, that modern proc- 
ess which enabled us to reduce the bulk 
of the gun so much tbat the potigy 
Woolwich infants'have developed into 
graceful boys. There 
Is something 


startling In finding a gun being treated 
like a bat-handle, .the oniy difference 
being that instead of waxed thread 
you whid on a thin fiat strip of steel 
haying a breaking strain of 100 tons 
to the square inch, and wind this on 
in several layers ln?tead of one. The 
gun revolves In a lai.ie as the cricket- 
bat does, but much more slowly, and 
in place of the wooden spool of thread 
thero stands, at right angles to It, a 
huge iron reel, from which the riband 
or -wire, as it is called. Which la about 
a quarter of an inch wide, Is wound 
on spirally at high tension, the spirals 
being knocked up tight to each other 
•with a punch whenever they fail to 
wind on closely together. The gen is 
thus wrapped with literally miles of 
wire, mostly in the region of the pow- 
der chamber. 
Over tho wire jacket 


come the hoops of cast steel cut out 
ot Ingots as disks, and forged into 
rings just a trif 
ger they are to fit; 
are finished they are one by one, for 
there are many of them, heated just 
enongh to expand them, and slipped 
over the gun to shrink and grip it as 
they cool, tho gun being upright at tho 
time, with a stream of water Sowing 
through its bore to keep the tempera- 
ture down. In this way wiring is all 
hidden, and the gun looks as though It 


i were built up entirely oi these mas- 
sive hoops, as it used to be. The latho 
work and other operations necessitated 
by all this may be imagined, and wo 
cease to wonder why it takes longer to 
make a heavy gun than It does to build

Tbe florists hare found from practical 
experience that the plants gala during 
their few months of outdoor life a vig- 
or which the hothouse grown plants 
never possess. Several weeks of in- 
door forcing are required before the 
plants begin to bloom, but after they 
have begun to liower tbey generally do 
so steadily throughout the entire sea- 
son.

Items 
For 
tlic 
Market 


Grower and the Home Gardener. 
Asparagus is one of those garden 


fegetaWes which are ahva.v5>\>C inter- 
est both to the private grower and the 
market gardener. A brief statement 
of the principal points in its culture at 
this season, when many are planning 
for new plantings in spring. Is found 
appropriate by Vick's Magazine and is 
presented as follows: Not many years 
since the preparation of a piece of 
round for raising asparagus, ivJiiit 
With extra deep spading or trenching 
and filling the ground with a-great 
amount of manure and bones, was con- 
sidered a formidable undertalciug. and 
consequently but small beds of the 
plant were cultivated, and the produce 
was considered as a luxury rather thnu 
a staple culinary vegetable. The more 
rational and simpler treatment that 
las since prevailed has caused the cul- 
tivation of this healthful vegetable to 
be greatly, extended. Notwithstanding. 
but few private gardens of suburban 
residents and innumerably fewer of 
farm or country dwellers produce the 
crop, and the large markets demand a 
greater supply thau they receive. 


The different varieties in cultivation 


under different names are all of the 
same species, the differences in charac- 
ter beiug the result of peculiar soils. 
itKl culture and of breeding am.1 so!t-e- 
tion. With good culture one may foe 
sure of good results with any of them. 
Plants are easily raised from seeds, 
ind those who so ilesire cau produce 
their own plants by sowing tlie seeds 
early in spring iu a piece of free, fri- 
able, rich soil, sowing tlie seeds in drills 
about 1% inches in depth and the rows 
35 or 18 inches apart. Sow the seeds 
thinly an inch or two apart. To get 
strong plants about half of them should 
36 thinned out so they Will stand two 
or three inches apart. 
Hoe or cul- 


tivate and keep the ground clean 
through the season. 
Good 1-year-old 


plants of one's own raising arc, on the 
whole, the most desirable for planting 
out, but if one buys? plants, and espe- 
cially if they have to be brought from 
a distance, experience has showu that 
strong 2-year plants are more reliable 
than younger ones. 


A light soil will produce a crop eur- 


iier in the season than :i heavy one. 
nud the market grower should, if pos- 
sible, avail himself of this fact. How- 
ever, any good garden soil, if properly 
cultivated, will produce good aspara- 
gus. Iu tbe case of a market gardener 
Intending to plant a considerable area 
ue should select ground that lias been 
under clean cultivation and that is free 
from weeds and weed seeds. In the 
fall preceding planting the land can be 
plowed deep and'left in a rough state 
during winter. Early in spring or as 
soon as the grovnd is in suitable condi- 
tion to work give a heavy dressing of 
old, well rotted stable manure and 
plow it In. Harrow the surface uutil 
it is smooth and fine: then with a plow 
open furrows through tlie plot of 
ground about four feet apart. 
On 


saudy soils tin distance may be grent- 
er and on hear;.- lands somewhat less. 
The furrows should be opened to a 
depth of at least nine inches. In the 
bottom of the furrow the plants are to 
be set from three to four feet apart. 


It is best to take some pains in set- 


ting the plants, and the best culti- 
vators draw tip a little mound of soil 
with the hand and set the plant on it, 
spreading out the roots in all direc- 
tions. 
Then draw on a little soil, 


enough to hold the plant in place. Aft- 
erward n portion of the soil on each 
side of the row that was thrown out in 
making '.be furrow cnn be turned in by 
means of a one; horse plow from which 
the moldboard bas been removed. The 
plants are to be set so that the crown 
shall be from four to six inches below 
the level surface. In light soil a deeper 
covering is desirable than in heavier 
ground. 
Careful cultivation is to be 


given the plants and the ground kept 
entirely clean. 
In making small gar- 


den beds the work can be done with 
spade and hoe. 


In the garden it Is a good plan to 


make narrow beds five feet wide, al- 
lowing a space of two feet betwceu the 
beds for a walk, the rows to run 
lengthwise 
ol' these beds two feet 


apart, three rows to a bed. tbe outer 
rows one foot from the margin. 


As many as- these narrow beds as 


may be needed can be made side by 
side. 
By preference they should run 


north and sotitb. 


An asparagus plantation should be 


•well supplied annually with well rot- 
ted stable manure or mineral fertilizers 
distributed in furrows run each side 
of a row. 
The application of stable 


manure, ground bone, bonemeal, acid, 
phosphate and muriate of sulphate of 
potash cnn be made to best advan- 
tage early in «'e spring before growth 
starts. NItrat<v of soda Is as excellent 
fertilizer for asparagus, and it has 
been found best to apply it at three 
different times daring the season—ear- 
! Jy, or in March, nnd again in May and, 


I finally, after the crop has been gather- 
i ed. No shoots are to be cut for use or 
| market until the spring of the second 
j year.and tben only the strongest spears 
are to be cut.
